“Nobody questions his splendid war 
record.” the Express savs but one 
man can lead only one iife Since 
the armistice what has ber his ex- 
perience’ He has held the post of 
governor-general in Canada, a post in 


which as the king’s representative he 
escaned the rinrmal criticism of most 
public servants. Fut for his unfor- 
tunate refusal of dissolution to Piye- 
injer Mackenzie King, Viscount Byng's 
term of office would have drawn to a 
peaceful close. Now at the age of 65, 
after two years of more well-earned 
idleness, or of “irksome unemploy- 
ment,” as he would call it, he is sud- 
denly called to a position demanding 


the maximum of concentrated hard 
work 
“We feel very strongly there has 


been a mistake on both sides and only 
Viscount Byng's voluntary  resigna- 
tion of his office can rectify it. That 
magnifivent force, the metropolitan 
police, should have as its head a young 
man of enthusiasm, initiative and vi- 
e:on combined with driving force.’’ 
The impression is growing here 
that Viscount Byng will withdraw his 
acceptance of the commissionership of 
the metropolitan police, if the present 
criticism in the press and political
